Asbestos. 


Since our article 011 this subject, we 
have learned m ore of the particulars 
concerning the Asbestos deposit in the 
San Fernando range of m ountains. It 
was discovered by our ubiquitous friend 
W . W . J e n k i n s who has kept it quiet 
from his neighbors, and acquainted 
some E astern m en of its existence, 
and we learn they are to be here soon 
and will probably take it in hand. 
The specim ens we saw are as fine as 
silk. 


Pacific Railroads, Old and New. 


A couple ot years ago a com m ittee of 
Congressmen m ade a patient and ex­ 
haustive exam ination of the affairs of 
the Union,and a partial exam ination of 
the affairs of the C entral Pacific R ail­ 
road Companies. 
T hat exam ination 
was directed m ainly to the m al-prac- 
tices of a sort of a sub-organization 
of the U nion Pacific, know n as the 
Credit Mobilier. 
D uring th e exam i­ 
nation the reputation of some of the 
m ore prom inent 
statesm en of the 
country suffered severely,but it has yet 
to be made to appear th a t the rail­ 
road companies nam ed were injured 
in any sensible m anner by th e exam ­ 
ination. 
M any unjustifiable practices 
of railroad builders were exposed to 
the world, and m uch dtscredit was 
brought upon that class of people and 
their operations. 
But the investiga­ 
tion has not been injurious, not scarce­ 
ly distasteful to the owners of railroads 
already built. 
On the contrary, they 
have reason to rejoice over it, for they 
are reaping greater advantage from it. 
Its effect was to stop the construction 
of other lines of railw ay, and in th at 
m anner prevent the healthy com peti­ 
tion which would otherw ise 
have 
sprung up. 
The investigation was 
pressed in Congress w ith a view to 
com pelling a closer observation on 
the part of the Union and C entral Pa­ 
cific Railroad Companies, and it was 
hoped th at those com panies would be 
required to answ er for m any of their 
misdeeds. 
B ut as now appears, the 
m ovem ent is a sort of a “ boom erang” 
affair and is com ing back to plague 
its inventors. 
The real refractory 
companies, the Union and Central, 
not only escaped dam age, but gained 
vastly by the attack, and have in pros­ 
pect indefinite gains from th e same 
source, as will appear from a cursory 
retrospect. 
The Texas Pacific road 
under the guidance of Col. T h o m a s 
S c o t t , was m aking gigantic strides 
towards the W estern Ocean, w hen this 
action of Congress was inaugurated. 
11 wa9 in the full tide of success,and Col. 
.Sc o t t had gone to Europe to negoiate 
for money to finish the work; but ju st 
a t the m om ent of his success, the 
Credit M obilier m ovem ent culm inated 
in the suspension of J a y C o o k e & Co. 
and Col. S c o t t ’s negotiations were 
brought to a sudden and disastrous 
close. 
From a position to com m and 
m illions, he, in a few hours found 
him self unable to procure a dollar. 
The effect upon A m erican railroad se­ 
curities was disastrous to the last de­ 
gree. 
They becam e the 
terror of 
European m oney lenders, and as a 
consequence every unfinished railroad, 
as well as every projected railroad 
throughout the country was brought 
to a stand-still. 
The Texas Pacific 
shared the fate of the rest, and its 
com pletion was postponed, no one 
knows for how m any years. 
The re­ 
sult of th a t investigation was a sur­ 
prise to m any, and had it been fore­ 
seen the calam ity would have been 
averted. 
The people at large have 
suffered severely from it, but the 
people of the Pacific Coast most of all. 
The early com pletion of this road 
would have brought untold advanta­ 
ges to us, and as a m ovem ent in favor 
of restoring the South to relations of 
harm ony w ith the rest of the United 
States, it would have been worth 
m uch beyond its cost. 
B ut the m ost 
conspicuous end to be gained by it 
was the quieting of Indian and border 
disturbances In New Mexico and A ri­ 
zona. I t would have opened up to 
settlem ent, a country im perial in ex­ 
tent. 
I t was one of those great enter­ 
prises th a t challenged the attention of 
all nations, for all were to share in 
th e benefits. 
As wide-spread as its 


usefulness was to have been, so wide­ 
spread are the regrets that are caused 
by its suspension. 
But there should 
be no giving up in an enterprise like 
this. Jt ought to be made to rise 
above all discouraging circum stances, 
and this is evidently the view taken 
of it by the people of Texas, who are 
m oving throughout their G ranger or­ 
ganization w ith greater unanim ity in 
the m atter. 
If the people of Texas 
m anifest an interest in the enterprise, 
how m uch greater the reason for such 
m anifestation 011 the part of the peo­ 
ple of California. The proposition to 
which the Texans are lending encour­ 
agem ent is th a t the general govern­ 
m ent shall give some practical assis­ 
tance, in lieu of the largo land grants 
which are not available, as th in g s 
have turned, even as security for 
bonds. They propose th a t Congress 
shall give some lim ited guaranty of 
the paym ent of interest o n the con­ 
struction bonds of th e com pany. The 
large am ount of m oney the G overn­ 
m ent is now expending in the country 
to be traversed, will w arrant some 
such action on the part of Congress, 
and will, no doubt, prove to be a step 
in the direction of money saving, in­ 
stead of m oney expending. The great­ 
est benefit from the work so far as the 
G overnm ent is concerned, w ill be in 
opening up a vast region of country to 
settlem ent and civilization, and in 
prom oting foreign com m erce. 
The 
G eneral G overnm ent cannot possibly 
loose in the transaction, w hile Califor­ 
nia m ust necessarily reap very great 
advantages, and especially Southern 
California. 


Railroad Suggestions. 


The narrow - gauge railroad to te 
built between this city and the coast, 
will 110 doubt be completed w ithin the 
next six m onths.

Such a com­ 
bination would be profitable to both 
com panies and advantageous to the 
country. The narrow -gauge would 
begin to stretch out toward San Ber­ 
nardino, and in a few m onths the 
Cajon Pass would be reached, and a 
little later the scream of the locomo­ 
tive would be heard at the bend of the 
Mojave.

LETTER FROM COMPTON. 


Progrc.a o f the T c n u - lllt h A.plrn- 
tlm ia Fronts from the C ultivation 
o f A llalfh -The fr o p t G enerally— 
Cltnrrhen nnd School*. 


E ditor H erai.d : 
Some things 
worthy of note occasionally transpire 
in our community, and I have chroni­ 
cled a few of them for the benefit of 
your readers. 
Mr. H. Burlingame, 
one of our most enterprising citizens, 
has just finished boring an artesian 
well on the Downey tract, and ob­ 
tained a large flow of water—in fact, 
one of the largest wells in this neigh­ 
borhood, flowing four and one-half 
inches above the pipe, seven feet from 
the ground. 
• 
Business has so increased of late 
that Messrs. Grand & Newmark find 
their old quarters entirely too small, 
and so have gone to work to enlarge 
their store-liouse, which is being done 
by putting on a large addition to their 
already commodious building. 
We 
learn from these gentlemen that busi­ 
ness never was more lively than at the 
present time. 
They are going to 
bring on a large stock of general mer­ 
chandise, which they say they are 
going to sell cheaper than the Grange 
store of Los Angeles. 
We also hear 
that there will soon be a carpenter’s 
shop established near the depot. 
Now, sir, in view of all these facts, 
who dare say that Compton will not 
yet be a sucoessful rival of Downey 
City, Truxton City, and many others 
of the large cities of Southern Califor­ 
nia ? 
Threshing is progressing rather slow 
in our neighborhood, and the yield is 
hardly up to the expectation of the 
farmers. In fact, raising small grain 
can never be made profitable. 
We 
have to handle too much straw for the 
amount of grain. 
This locality is 
better adapted to the raising of corn, 
pumpkins, beets, alfalfa and all kinds 
of northern fruits; and, I think, for 
dairying, this locality is hard to beat. 
I am now cutting the third crop of al­ 
falfa without irrigation, which will 
make four to five tons to the acre of 
greon feed; and each ton is worth two 
dollars. I expect to cut it twice more 
this season, which will make a total 
of twenty-five to forty tons per acre 
of green feed, worth, at $2 per ton, 
from $50 to $80 per acre each year. 
And now, sir, if these figures are 
correct (and I verily believe they are) 
is not our land cheap at $40 to $‘75 per 
acre ? Of course, to make the feed re­ 
ferred to worth the amount named, 
a man must keep cows and hogs to eat 
it. Green alfalfa is good feed for hogs 
and there is no better feed grows for 
making cows give a large flowr of rich 
milk. 
I think I am speaking within bounds 
when I say that 50 tons of beets per 
acre can be easily raised in this local­ 
ity. Last year 1 raised several beets 
that weighed over 100 pounds each, 
and it is well known that beets are 
excellent feed for cows and hogs. Here 
also we have an abundance of good 
willow wood, and good artesian wells 
can be had on almost every forty acres 
of land in this vicinity. Í will say in 
conclusion to those seeking homes in 
this fair valley, in addition to the 
above facts, that we have here a good 
church building and largo congrega­ 
tions in regular attendance. We also 
have a good school-house and a well 
conducted school, taught by Prof. R. 
15. Warren, who is an honorable gen­ 
tleman, and as a teacher has no supe­ 
rior in this county. 
We also have a 
good Board of Trustees, who know 
their duty, and ably second the teacher 
in his arduous duties.

provement. 
¡Strangers who are en­ 
thusiastic over our unequaled climate 
and our matchless natural advanta­ 
ges, invariably express surprise that 
we have no well graded streets and no 
good drives. New Orleans has a very 
magnificent dustless drive of fifteen 
miles on the shell road to the Lake 
Ponclietrain;

Brooklyn, (N. Y.) a magnificent drive 
of ten miles to Carey Island: and in 
fact a prominent feature, anil one of 
the most attractive to strangers, of 
every considerable city, is a good ma­ 
cadamized road to some point outside 
the suburbs. 
Sewerage is a difficult 
problem with us here, but it is cer­
